Dear Editor, 

Once again the subject of the future of Bar Hill and 
more specifically Tesco’s intentions seems to have faded 
from the public’s memory. 

I would like to add my opinions to those of previous 
Writers and I hope provoke some serious thought not 
only by fellow residents but also the Council upon whose 
ultimate decisions the future of the village will rest. 

First we should consider what Bar Hill is now and 
what it is likely to be in years to come. 

Within its current boundaries the village appears to 
be complete in housing development, although reinter- 
preting the plans of but a few years ago for further in- 
dustrial development and a lorry park, it doesn’t need a 
great stretch of imagination to foresee further develop- 
ment in the areas previously suggested. 

Given the well publicised pressure for new housing 
in the area, how long will it be before a new develop- 
ment company arrives with plans perhaps to double or 
treble the size of the village? 

Without this framework being established we have 
Tesco wanting unilaterally to establish the shape of the 
village amenities for years to come, with or without the 
agreement of the residents themselves. 

Currently the size and population of the village can- 
not justify commercially the existence of the Tesco store 
or the other smal] shops; in fact it is not only Tesco which 
relies on importing vast numbers of people from outside 
the village but nearly all the small businesses as well. 

Without Tesco store we would all have to travel a 
considerable distance for even our essential shopping and 
the village would be a much less feasible place to live, 
however a much larger Tesco development with or with- 
out another partner eg. Marks & Spencer would do little 
to enhance the lifestyle of the residents, whilst attracting 
considerably more traffic from the outside, making resi- 
dents’ lives less attractive. 

As Bar Hill is essentially a dormitory village it relies 
on reasonable access for its continuing existence, let alone 
expansion; on the contrary it is becoming less accessible 
by the day as the A14, our only escape, becomes more 
and more congested. 

So what price expansion ? 

First of all we need an alternative route in and out of 
the village, preferably not using the A14, or an alterna- 
tive route for the A14 traffic away from the current Hunt- 
ingdon - Cambridge commuter route, incidentally the 
only seriously congested section at the moment. 


separate route for traffic going to Longstanton, Willing- 
ham, Earith and beyond, instead of having to enter the 
Bar Hill traffic. 

An alternative access to the industrial area would help, 
particularly with the sharp increase in the number of cou- 
rier companies operating from units there. 

Any benefits Tesco may like to offer Bar Hill in ex- 
change for development in the village should at least in- 
clude proposals to improve the traffic congestion. 

A swimming pool and other blandishments should be 
treated with caution as it will generally end up council 
owned and controlled and usually a large extra burden 
on Council Tax to maintain it. 

Finally there are a number of low cost improvements 
which could be made to the village centre. 

1. Get Tesco to install coin deposit systems on their 
trolleys to encourage customers to leave them in the 
proper bays and not abandon them all over the village. 

2. Make access to the road near the old Garden Cen- 
tre and the service yard subject to control by means of a 
token operated barrier, tokens available to bona fide 
delivery vehicles and shop workers from their place of 
work. A wide pedestrian walkway with a gentle slope 
for easy trolley access. 

3. Close the Mall to trolleys at the bottom end to 
discourage Tesco shoppers from using the small parking 
area surely designed for quick visits to the small shops - 
bollards set too close together to prevent trolleys pass- 
ing would solve this. 

4. Move the bus bay to the lane nearest the shops. 
This would avoid the need for passengers having to step 
off buses into a lane of moving traffic. The existing bus 
bay could then be a small addition to the existing car 
park for non-Tesco shoppers. 

5. Finally we desperately need some positive control 
over the increasing number of lazy people who either 
use the disabled spaces or park on double yellow lines 
and at times in the access lanes of the car park. These 
people rely on the fact that these areas are on essentially 
private property and parking restrictions are not enforced. 
All too often I have seen the disabled spaces fully occu- 
pied with non-disabled cars, including the cross hatch 
areas intended to allow access for wheel chairs. 

I have included all the above points in what is a very 
long letter mainly to stimulate interest in what until now 
appears to be an under-subscribed area of interest. I hope 
it will generate some interest and new ideas/opinions from 
other residents. I would like to reinforce the idea that 
whilst the opinions of the non resident shoppers may be 
important to Tesco they should have no influence at all 
on development in OUR Village. Outsider NIMBYs we 
don’t need!

shopkeepers in the past. Based on this evidence a scheme 
to help retailers say ‘no’ to customers who are unable to 
prove their age was established. 


The local alliance ‘We Say ‘No’ to Illegal Sales’ was 
formed in November 1993 and was the first of its kind in 
England. The alliance is made up of representatives from 
Cambs. County Council, East Cambs. District Council, 
Huntingdonshire District Council, South Cambs. Dis- 
trict Council, Cambridge City Council, Cambs. Constabu- 
lary, Forbuoys PLC, the LEA and Cambridge & Hunt- 
ingdon Health Authority. The alliance employs a project 
worker to administer the ‘Good Practice Award’. 


There are approx. 420 tobacco retailers in the Cam- 
bridgeshire & Huntingdon Health Authority area. To date 
nearly 400 have been recruited into the scheme and 310 
have been given awards (nearly 75%). 

When each retailer is contacted they are given a pack 
containing information, stickers and a counter pad to 
discourage young customers. The pack also includes a 
register for shopkeepers to record their refusals of ciga- 
rette sales and a summary of regulations for staff, some 
of whom are not fully aware of the fines of up to £2500 
for breaking the law. 

To qualify for the award retailers are asked to update 
their staff regarding the regulations, display the ‘We Say 
‘No’ to Illegal Sales’ stickers, routinely ask for proof of 
age and keep a record of refusals. Although retailers are 
worried about massive fines, it can be difficult to ask 
someone about their age. Would be purchasers can some- 
times get unpleasant when staff say ‘no’, but with the 
backup of the stickers and the counter pads customers 
soon realise that it is a legal issue not a personal one.

This hospital discharge scheme, managed by Care Net- 
work with joint Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently secking volunteers.
